Complex, Marc Rose, Manager of the commercial area surrounding 
the residential complex has increased the security patrol by 50%. 


"This is at our own expense and will not be passed on to the tenants,” 
Mr. Rose said by phone interview. ” We believe our shops have every 
right to protection by manage ment, and we're going to see that they 
get it.” 


Members of the Watergate Security Patrol will be off-duty police who 
are regularly employed by the Metropolitan Police Department. 
They have members who have been part of the SWAT Teams for 
emergency situations, and will be armed. 


The action follows a series of vandalisms at the Watergate Men's Shop 
and Gucci's. Watergate Residential has had one of the best reputa- 
tions for security in DC, and took steps previous to Watergate 
Commercial to protect its residents.

To the Members of the Western Presbyterian Church: 


Weare writing as residents of that Foggy Bottom community in which, at 24th and 
G Streets N.W., you plan to relocate your church. It is our understanding through 
statements issued by your pastor, Mr. Wimberly, and his associates, that the 
proposed edifice is to house the charitable facility known as “Miriam’s Kitchen” 
which will daily, Mondays through Fridays, between the hours of six and 
nine A.M., provide breakfast for the so-called homeless, two hundred and 
growing, who are drawn from as far away as Capitol Hill. As you doubtless know, 
that facility has heretofore been operating in your present church edifice in the 
very heart of Washington’s business and commercial district at 19th and H Streets, 
N.W 


Although we are told that the “Miriam”s Kitchen” activity merely leases its 
present quarters from your congregation, the aforesaid Mr. Wimberly firmly 
indicates that it is an essential feature of his ministry and of his congregation's 
commitment toChristian charity. We donot dispute the worthiness of the endeavor 
and, indeed, we also engage in various charitable activities. On the other hand, as 
residents of the densely populated community in which you propose to relocate the 
“Miriam’s Kitchen” facility - a community of narrow sidewalks, large apartment 
buildings, and small private residences collectively housing hundreds of elderly 
individuals, retirees, and young working women, a community already 
overburdened and reeling from an influx of the so-called homeless, a community 
even now harassed by panhandlers, the mentally deranged, unseemly itinerant 
personal habits, and downright criminal assaults - we, like the so-called homeless, 
are in need of your compassion. 


We are compelled to cite a provocative fact. In reviewing the home addresses 
of the Western Presbyterian Church congregation, we note that of the 127 
thuslisted, only 15 reside in proximity of the proposed “Miriam’s Kitchen” 
facility, a facility that will unquestionably disrupt the tranquility and 
security of a densely populated community. On the other hand, 72 on the list 
reside in distant Virginia and Maryland and 40 elsewhere in the District of 
Columbia. In short, 112 out of the 127 families or individuals thus involved in 
promoting the charitable endeavor will be peacefully and safely removed from the 
daily disruptions and increased sense of insecurity thereby incurred. Are we, the 
residents of the community, to be forced out of our residences into a retreat to the 
suburbs? Surely a more convenient and appropriate location for “Miriam’s 
Kitchen” than 24th and G Streets, N.W., can be found in Washington’s 
business and commercial center. We beseech you affirmatively to seek such a 
solution to our dilemma.

Too often it appears that development 
issues dominate the Foggy Bottom Associa- 
tion agenda. However, land use issues 
directly impact the quality of our lives in 
Foggy Bottom. The outcome of development 
projects will determine the future of our 
community. That’s why the Foggy Bottom 
Association encourages its membership to 
attend ANC-2A meetings and hearings before 
the Zoning Commission. On October 28, I had 
the opportunity to testify before the 
Zoning Commission in support of downzoning 
the Foggy Bottom Historic District. Ed 
Kelly and Maria Tyler did a great job 
presenting the ANC case to bring zoning 
regulations into conformance with the 
residential and historic character of this 
neighborhood. Many homeowners in the 
community also testified. This effort will 
hopefully preserve and protect the core of 
our community from unwanted development. 


The IMF Planned Unit Development (PUD) 
application to the Zoning Commission is 
still the most important issue before the 
Foggy Bottom Association.

Update on Zoning Proposals 


by Barbara F. Kahlow 


IMF 

On October 22, 1991, pursuant to the encouragement of the Zoning 
Commission on Day 1 of the public hearing, the IMF sat down with 
the parties in opposition (the Foggy Bottom Association, ANC- 
2A, and Citizens for a Responsive ANC-2A) to discuss possible 
changes to the amenities offered by the IMF in exchange for the 
various exceptions requested from current zoning. Day 2 of the 
public hearing before the Zoning Commission will be November 14, 
1991, starting at 7 pm. 


2501 Pennsylvania Avenue/Square 14 Historic District 

On September 30, 1991, at the Foggy Bottom Association, Mayor 
Sharon Pratt Dixon committed to reviewing the alleged procedural 
irregularities by City officials surrounding the Beers 
buildings on Pennsylvania Avenue which are part of the proposed 
development at 2501 Pennsylvania Avenue and the pending Historic 
District for Square 14. On October 21st, the DC Corporation 
Council met with the Foggy Bottom Association. Starting the next 
morning (October 22nd), in violation of an order which is still 
in effect - of the Court of Appeals staying any further 
demolition, the developer demolished the rest of one of the two 
Beers buildings and the facade of the second, leaving about half 
of the building still standing. 


On October 25th, the Foggy Bottom Association filed a motion for 
the developer and its attorney to be found in contempt of court 
for ignoring the court-ordered demolition stay. Therefore, the 
Foggy Bottom Association asked the Court of Appeals to rule not 
only on the legality of the August 2nd demolition permit, the 
propriety of the Historic Preservation Review Board’s (HPRB) 
September 3rd staff rejection of the Beers landmark application, 
and the clouded HPRB historic district votes on August 21st and 
September 25th, but also on the developer’s violating the court- 
ordered demolition stay.

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Upon taking office in May, I was contacted by 
numerous Foggy Bottom Residents about the proposed 
increase by C&P Telephone to raise monthly residen- 
tial phone rates by 57% increase. 


This rate increase proceeding was unique for D.C. 
since it was not initiated by C&P. In fact, C&P had 
not sought a rate increase since 1985. Rather, this 
rate increase hearing began when the Public Service 
Commission (PSC) moved to investigate C&P’s earn- 
ings and rate structure. C&P had resisted moves to 
have its earnings and rate structure examined and 
responded to investigation witha request fora 57% 
increase. 


As you may know, all utility rate increase requests 
must be approved by the PSC. In order to ensure your 
voice would be heard during the hearings on the rate 
increase, I immediately placed a call to the Office 
of People’ s Counsel (OPC) and shared your concerns 
and comments. 


The OPC is a D.C. government agency that serves as 
the advocate on behalf of utility consumers before 
the PSC. By forwarding your concerns to the OPC, 
I was giving strength to your voice before the PSC. 


The end result was the OPC asking for a $47.4 million 
decrease in C&P’s rates during a four-day hearing 
in early October. OPC’s proposal is based on a 9.87% 
rate of return, including a 11.8% return on equity, 
compared to C&P’ s proposed 12.29% rate of return and 
15.1% return on equity. 


The next step of the process is a community hearing 
the PSC will be conducting 6:30 p.m., Nov. 18 at the 
New Image Baptist Church, 1839 Alabama Avenue, S.E. 
The PSC will review evidence presented by both sides 
at the various hearings and will issue a decision 
in January on whether to allow the 57% increase. 


I encourage citizens wishing to further express 
their opinion on C&P’s rate increase request to 
submit a letter to Jesse Clay, PSC Secretary at 450 
Sth St., N.W., 20001. 


The OPC is headed by Elizabeth A. Noel, a lawyer, 
appointed to a three-year term by Mayor Sharon Pratt 
Dixon and confirmed by the Council of the District 
of Columbia. According to Noel, “Our testimony 
presents a very different picture of C&P ... this 
rate reduction is long overdue to District 
ratepayers.”

Bunch medical and dental expenditures into one year to exceed the minimum 
7.5% of Adjusted Gross Income. Similarly, pay for “miscellaneous deductions” 
(professional dues, tax-return preparation and investment-advisory fees, etc.) to 
top the minimum 2% of AGI. If you pay estimated D.C. taxes, mail the
